Activities of Hyers Demonstration Library Project 

The Myers Demonstration Library is a regional demonstration 
project funded by ESEA Title III, and currently is in its third 
and final year of operation. The library is locatfed in Hyers 
Elementary School ^ Tucson ISchopl Dis #1, Tucson, Arizona. 
The region it serves includes Pima, Santa Cruz, and Cochise 
counties. . - " 

The development of elementary libraries in southern Arizona 
has been slow in the past; many. parents and educators have been 
unaware of the importance and value of good elementary school 
libraries. By providing a model librcury which meets p^sonnel 
and materials standards. and by providing em outstanding program 
of library services^, the Myers Demonstration Library Project 
strives to prcraote among these individuals .a knowledge of the 
value of elem^tary libraries. 

Goals and behavioral objectives have been written to direct 
the activities of the Hyers D^onstratrion Library Project. It is 
against these objectives that the effectiveness of the Myers Deaon- 
stration Library Project has been evaluated. 

A. P^sonnel 

Three librarians and three clerks staff the library providing 
services for twenty-eight teachers and approximately 800 
students. 

B. Services to Myers Students and Teachers 

The library is c^en to sttidents before and after school and 
tbrou^out the .school day, diuring which time students may come 
to the library as individuals, small groups, or as entire 
. classes. The library is open on^aturdays and many school 
holidays. It was also open f iv4 days a week throughout the 
summers of I969 iuid 1970. 

ApprcMcimately 30 to 5P thirtyrminute periods aSre conducted by 
the librarian^ each week with classes; or small groups as re- 
quested by the teachers. Library related activities conducted 
at these times include story hours, book introductions, les- 
sons on the use of midibvisual equijpment ^ creative writing , 
creative dramatics, instx^ct ion in library procedures for 



student library aides, instruction in story telling techniques, 
and others* . 

Students have available for their use in the library, or to 
take hcmei the following media: books, paperback books, 
encyclopedias, magazines, filmstrips, recordsVtapes, art 
prints, study prints. National Geographic pamphlets, charts, 
maps, and vertical file materials. In addition, for v^e in 
the library or classroom, the students have 9cce?s to trans* 
parencies, 8mm single concept loop films, models, games, and 
35am slides. All of the above, plus instructional films and 
professional books emd magazines, cure available to teachers. 
Also, children can often observe and study displays of a 
variety of anall, live animals such as ^ish, mice, and reptiles 
which are at times displayed in the library. 

All library media are cataloged, and cards for all types of 
media are interfiled in^the card catalog. 

Audiovisual equipment available for students to use in the 
library includes the following: filmstrip projectors, tape 
recorders, record players with listening posts, 8mm single 
concept loop machines, and, upon request, students may use 
the overhead, opaque, and slide projectors. The students 
may check out filmstrip projectors and tape recorders for 
overnight use, AH students in grades one through six have 
received instruction and passed performance tests in the use 
of various types of audiovisxial equipment. 

The teachers i in addition to the above equipment, have the 
use of l6mn film projectors and dry mount press. Audiovisual 
equipment is kept in working order and made available to the 
teachers oh an orgctnized basis by the librarians, in order 
that the teachers have the equipment irtien needed. 

At: the request of teachers, the library staff will collect 
applicable media on any subject, from the Mayers Library, the 
Tucson District #1 Educational Materials Center, and the 
University of Arizona Film Bureau for use with students in the 
classroom, 

Services to the Community 

Ifyeacs Library materials are made available to all m«nbers of 
the community who wish to use th«, including adults, many 
Junior and senior high school students, parochial school 
students, arid, particularly during the swimier, students. from 
nearby elementary ,sehpols whose libraries are not open at that 
tine. ^ 
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Once each week the librarians present a preschool sliory hour 
in the library. Mothers bring their preschool children for 
thirty minutes of storytelling and related activities, and 
parents and children are urged to check aai books for sharing 
at home.

The Myers Library welcdaes visits by entire University classes, 
small groups, or individual students working in the areas of 
elementary education and school library science* 

Student teachers assigned to Myers classrooms are provided 
with all library services accorded classrbom teachers* 
Audiovisual workshops are conducted by the libraries for 
these students in order to familiarize them with the equip- 
ment available. 

student librarians are assigned to the ttyers Library each 
semester for their student work, providing these students 
with practical experience in many types of xibrary activities. 

Mrs. Helen Renthal, Assistant Professor, School of Library 
Science, University of Arizona, is a part-time consultant to 
the Myers Demonstration Library Project, and coordinates 
activities between the University and the Project. 

Library personnel, upon request, take the Myers Demonstration 
Library film. Libraries Are Kids ' Stuff , and a series of 35inm 
slides illustrating the uroject to the University for pres- 
entations of the library program to university classes which 
cannot visit the library itself.

The Future of Ifyers Library 



On April 19, 19T1 vhen the writing of this abstract vas 
nearirig completion, the Myers Library caught fire, suffering 
extensive damage* This abstract, therefore, is largely a 
summary of activities preceeding that date. 

Damage to the library structure has been estimated at 
approximately $30,000; estimate of loss of library media and 
equipaent is approximately $69,000. Currently a small library 
has been set up in the front hall of Myers School. Salvaging 
of the library media and ^quipnent saved is nearing completion. 
Repair of the structure and reordering of materials will soon 
be undertaken. Xt is' anticipated that repairs to the library 
quarters will be completed in time for the opening of school in 
the fall. 

The federally^ funded, three year Miyers Oenonstration Library 
Project will terminate as scheduled June 30, 1971. During the 
school year 1971 - 1972 it is anticipated that, through Tucson 
School District #1 fUnds, several elements of the project will 
be continued, with concentration particularly on the areas of 
extensive library services to l^ers students and faculty, and 
including services to the comimmity and consultant services to 
educators in TUcson School District #1.
